lot is a public life 

with lovely troubles 
by BETTY SMITH 


One night about five y 
I, an obscure writer living quiet- 
ly and onmodest means in asmall 
Southern town, went to bed as 
usual. I woke up the next morn- 
ing to be informed that I had be- 
come a celebrity. My first novel, 
‘A Tree Grows in Brooklyn, had 
been published. 

I suppose I’m expected to say 
that it’s “like a beautiful dream 
come true.” I can’t say that, 
however, because it’s more like a 
nightmare. ‘With stunning sud- 
denness I had to adapt myself to 
anew way of life—a public life. I 
had to take on a new sense of val- 
ues and learn a lot of new things. 
First, I had to learn that my days 
as a private individual would 
now be few. Everything I sai 
did or had published was exag. 
gerated, belittled, condemned 
or praised. My opinions were la- 
beled. I was told I was anti-this 
or anti-that, pro-what or pro- 
whom. I was not expected to be 
neutral or change my mind—at 
least, not publicly. I found I 
couldn’t say “Shut up!” to my 
husband within anyone’s hear- 
ing without some columnist’s re- 
porting that I was “divorcing.”

I've had to learn that even 
such personal things as my voice 
and teeth were targets for prais 
ism. I’ve read, “She has 
a booming voice incongruous in 
ha tiny individual.”

Also, “It is low and soft 
as a gentle wind blowing over a 
lonely moor.” I got used to the 
analyses. In fact I’m the first one 
to laugh at the too often repeated 
gag that I’m the poor man’s Tal- 
lulah Bankhead. A few months 
ago I declined an iced drink an in- 
terviewer offered me se an 
hour before, I told him, I had had 
afilling, my first, putinto a tooth. 
This simple social remark came 
it thus, “I have such 
in my teeth that an 
iced drink makes them hurt.” 

I've had to learn to give up 
my lifelong habit of doing every- 
thing for myself, Prior to the 
publication of my first novel I 
tended more or less adequately 
to selling my one-act plays and 
keeping my few accounts and le- 
gal affairs straight. But a book 
that reaches a sale of more than 
three million copies creates 
many problems. So one by one I 
took on an accountant, an attor- 
ney and finally an agent. It was a 
wrench to have matters taken 
out of my hands, but as time 
went on I learned to depend more 
and more on the skilled services 
of these people. But I cannot 
turn my writing over to a secre- 
tary. That I must do myself even 
to typing and word counting, 
wrapping the manuscript for 
mailing and personally buying 
the stamps. 

I’ve had to learn some details 
about what is called the “celeb- 
rity angle.” I found out the hard 
way that for a dozen legitimate 
hard-working photographers

THE ARMED SERVIGES BATTLE IT OUT 


Louis Johnson, whose penetrating eyes are the focal point of the picture 
above, is a big, forceful, blustering man who has been banging military heads 
together like Easter eggs ever since he became Secretary of Defense on March 
28. Last week he was taking a little banging around himself. Up on the floor 
of Congress rose Pennsylvania's Representative James Van Zandt, once a 
Navy officer and still its great and good friend. Primed by old Navy friends, 
Congressman Van Zandt asked a sharp question. What he wanted to know 
was why the Air Force had suddenly discovered that the B-36 bomber, which 
it had practically decided to abandon in early 1948, was its best weapon and 
worth hundreds of millions in contracts. Van Zandt pointed out that Louis 
Johnson was formerly a director of Consolidated Vultee, which builds the 


B-36, and that Secretary for Air Stuart Symington is reported to be a frequent 
house guest at the California ranch of Floyd Odlum, the financier who now 
controls Consolidated Vultee. Odlum, according to gossip Van Zandt had 
heard, had helped Louis Johnson raise anywhere from $1.5 to $6.5 million for the 
Democratic campaign chest. Whatever the implications of these statements 
(and Symington promptly denied any irregularities), the nation was about to 
witness another hectic chapter in the fight between Army, Navy and Air Force. 
By week’s end the FBI had investigators out looking for the sources of these 
scandalous charges. Congress was being asked to investigate Johnson, Sy- 
mington and the Air Force—and it looked as if the Battle of the Pentagon 
could break out into the hottest news of the whole hot Washington summer,

WINNING FIGHTS WITH RUMORS IS 
TIME-HONORED WASHINGTON TACTIC 


The battle between Navy and Air Force—the progress of which is shown in 
the photographs above—has been waged with all the weapons that are usually 
considered the prerogative of a catty woman, Navy men have privately a3- 
sured their friends that Air Force performance claims for its new planes are 
deliberate falschoods. Air Force officers have been glad to help, on an off-record 
basis, any magazine writer who felt like turning out a piece saying the Navy's 
carriers were less than adequate. Both sides have wooed editors, correspond- 
ents, senators and—by costly publicity stunts—the man in the street. Neither 
side has been above a little polite character assassination. The Air Force seized 
on the Gallery report (above), which was a private chore that never had full 
Navy approval, with such gleeful outrage that poor Admiral Gallery was near- 
ly embarrassed to death. Somebody has been circulating the falsehood that 
Secretary Johnson, whom many Navy people deplore, never believed that Mr. 
Truman would win the election and only undertook the fund-raising job to 
gain control of the party, for his own ends, after the defeat. The rumor has also 
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gone around that Francis Matthews, the new Navy Secretary brought in by 
Johnson, boarded a battleship during the war and was amazed to find that it 
was hollow—which is an old Navy joke brought up to’date with a new victim. 

The rumors which resulted in Congressman Van Zandt’s demand for an in- 
vestigation last week may mark the start of a major scandal or may only be 
an especially vicious example of how the Washington gossip machine operates. 
Washington being the kind of city it is, the mathematical odds are in favor of 
the latter. Year in and year out knives fly through the Washington air as thick 
as horseflies at a harness meet, and even the nicest people soon learn the value 
of fighting their enemies with the malicious tidbit of gossip, the planted ru- 
mor and the engineered “leak” to a friendly newspaperman. The whole city 
is hungry for information and so are the clients of its large press corps and its 
radio correspondents. False news, whispered in a behind-the-hand confidence, 
often travels farther and gains more credence than the truth given out in an 
official announcement. Anybody who has lived in official Washington for as 
much as six months knows how to take hold of a simple fact—like Louis John- 
son’s old directorship in Consolidated, or Symington’s rather flossy socialite 
qualities—and weave it into the most sinister kind of fabric. 

Regardless of the outcome of the B-36 controversy, one thing is certain: the 
B.36 will never fly as fast as a Washington rumor. Once Lieut. General Albert 
Wedemeyer made an off-record speech on the China problem at a luncheon of 
the Overseas Writers. By the time he got back to his office at the Pentagon, a 
call was waiting from General Marshall, then Secretary of State. Somebody

doing it had added the embellishment, completely untrue, that General Wede- 
meyer had attacked the whole Marshall policy. It took the testimony of several 
eyewitnesses at the luncheon to calm down General Marshall and get General 
Wedemeyer off the spot. 

There was a time when the city believed almost to a man that a high State 
Department official had installed twin bathtubs in his home, so that he and 
his wife could take their baths tete-a-tete. At the same time it was common 
knowledge, though untrue, that a Justice Department official was ardently 
pursuing a Washington housemaid, put up by her employers to pose as a count- 
ess. These rumors were planted in an effort to keep anybody from ever taking 
the two officials seriously—and they very nearly succeeded. For a time the 
mere presence of either of the two gentlemen in a Washington restaurant was 
enough to set diners tittering from one end of the room to the other. More re- 
cently enemies of Mon Wallgren, the President’s unsuccessful candidate for 
chairman of the National Security Resources Board, were delighted when he 
turned up at the White House in a slightly rumpled shirt; this enabled them 
to coin the absurd rumor that poor Mon was so down on his luck that his 
wife had to do his laundry. Numerous enemies of Marriner Eccles of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board will be glad to swear on a Bible—as long as you don't 
quote them directly—that all his recent attacks against the Bank of America 
are attributable to the fact that his family owns a rival Western banking chain. 
On the other hand Eccles’ friends will gladly spread the slander that Secretary 


of the Treasury Snyder, his antagonist in the Bank of America matter, is pro- 
tecting the bank solely because it has been dangling a fat job in front of him. 

In the current controversy over David Lilienthal, head of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, Lilienthal’s supporters will tell anyone who cares to listen 
that he has done a magnificent job of rescuing the atomic program from the 
errors made when it was under military control. On the other hand supporters 
of Major General Leslie R. Groves, who used to run the show, will tell you 
confidentially that Lilienthal has practically wrecked everything that the 
good general so magnificently got under way. (In this case, because security 
regulations keep the facts hidden, even the most painstaking reporters have 
to pay their money and take their choice.) 

The most vicious Washington smear campaign of recent years was directed 
against Secretary of Defense James Forrestal. At the time of his funeral last 
week, numerous commentators went so far as to suggest that the slanders were 
the reason for his suicide. Human psychology, of course, is considerably more 
complicated than this theory presumes—but certainly Mr. Forrestal’s effec- 
tiveness at a very difficult job was seriously reduced by the sniping. Unques- 
tionably the Washington rumor factory is a baleful hazard of public life, in- 
ducing many men to shun or leave it. But on the other hand if all rumors were 
ignored or all critics silenced, the nation would never have learned about such 
matters as Teapot Dome or the Andrew May scandals. In the last analysis 
the Washington vendetta is something like medieval trial by torture—a pain 
that many good men must bear so that a few bad men may be discovered.

THEY WANT SECURITY. BUT SOME RISK-TAKERS ARE NEEDED 


This is graduation month when, accord- 
ing to the classic expectations of U.S. soci- 
ety, the eager youth is supposed to clutch 
his diploma and go forth to seek a chance 
to take a chance. In the ’20s the chance to 
take a chance, the excitement of large oppor- 
tunity, was in the selling end of business. 
The Class of °25 was the Sell-on-Commis- 
sion class, the class that was going to make 
a huekster’s killing. In the °30s, when pri- 
vate enterprise was under a cloud, the arena 
of excitement had shifted to public life: the 
Class of °35 sent a significant proportion of 
its members into the law schools to seek 
training for careers in government. While 
the Wall Street aspirant of the ’20s and the 
Felix Frankfurter 1935 nominee for secretary 
to Mr. Justice Brandeis may have had litle 
nough in common from a philosophical 
standpoint, they did have a psychological 
link in their feeling for adventure. For each of 
them the future was something to be dared. 

But where is the daring in the class of 
1949? Is it dead or, as may well be so, is it 
merely damped down? One thing is certain: 
it does not show on the surface. Whether 
the big evocative questions are asked at con- 
servative Yale or at once-radical Wisconsin, 
the answer is the same: “We want security.” 
They not only want it; they expect it. In the 
June issue of Fortune this attitude is ana- 
lyzed forward and backward in an extreme- 
ly significant article called “The Class of 
“49. The “49er is in many respects the best 
college graduate the nation has ever pro- 
duced. He is sober, industrious, trained to 
the eyeteeth. There are 150,000 of him—or 
40,000 more than in any prewar graduating 


class, Out of every hundred “49ers, 70 are 
vets, 30 are married. The average age is a 
seasoned 24. The average desire is for a job 


that will pay dividends not in money but 

in safety and lifelong tenure. 
The °49er, to Fortune, seeks 

mployment with a weather-wise corpora- 
tion, preferably big. He doesn’t shudder 
at the idea of working for someone else. He 
is willing to serve and to be of service; above 
all, he wants to be useful. He prefers person- 
nel work, ‘being nice to people”; if he has 
to endure the shock of selling, he wants it to 
be on salary, not commission. He is willing 
to absorb Vast amounts of in-job training, 
but he does not aspire to accumulate knowl- 
edge with a view to making a jump some day 
into a business of his own. In brief, the *49er 
constitutes ideal managerial material. 
doesn’t want risk, he doesn’t want to be an 
individual enterpriser. Fortune interprets 
this to mean that he has turned his back on 
the American dream. Perhaps only the con- 
tent of the dream has changed, but certainly 
there has been a change. 


Beyond doubt the "49er has turned his 
back on active economic and political dis- 
sent of all types. He is liberal in his social, as 
distinct from his political, attitudes. But 
apart from this growing social liberalism 
there isn’t much of a kick-against-the-elders 
attitude on the campus. At Wisconsin the 
word Progressive has a cachet dating from 
the time of the elder La Follette, but the 
Wallaceite so-called “Progressives” leave 
the Wisconsin students distinctly bored. 
Membership at Wisconsin in SDA (the stu 
dent ranch of Americans for Democratic 
Action) and in the Young Socialists is tiny— 
and this in a university that was once a train- 
ing ground for proponents of the “Wiscon- 
sin Idea” that fathered many aspects of the 
New Deal. 

If all this represents deep-down convi 
tion rather than surface patina, then cer- 
tain observations about the future of the 
American system are in order. For one thing, 
it will not be easy for the U.S. enterprise sys- 
tem to renew itself periodically if so many 
of its recruits are dead set against starting 
their own businesses. Secondly, a generation 
that is growingly hipped on security is in a 
poor psychological position to survive the 
shocks that are an inevitable part of life, no 
matter what is done to insure everybody 
against all conceivable contingencies. AS 
Bertrand Russell has observed, the most in- 
secure people on earth are those who are for- 
ever playing it safe. The Maginot Line men- 
tality lacks adaptability and resourceful- 
ness in peace no less than in war. 

However, lest too many gloomy sermons 
be preached on or at the Class of 49, itis only 
fair to note that it is a special class. As a Wis- 
consin senior put it, the '49er is often a man 
who has had his adventure. The graduate 
who has been to Okinawa is ready to settle 
down; the GI who has struggled to support 
a wife while studying engincering is hardly 
a candidate for happy-go-lucky chance-tak- 
ing in Mexico. The dissenter, the dreamer, 
may once again become the campus energiz- 
cr when we have a graduating class that is 
not 70% veteran, not 30% married and not 
24 years of age on the average. 

ven in a class like °49 there are many 
exceptions to generalities. For example, as 
Fortune notes, the “49ers of the Texas and 
Oklahoma universities are different; they 
want to be risk-takers. This would seem to 
prove that the student takes color from his. 
general surroundings, not vice versa. If this 
is true there is little to be gained from mor- 
alizing about the undergraduate; the man 
who needs to be lectured is his father. If the 
old man can provide a world of opportunity, 
the young will leap once more to the chance 
to take a chance.

Soviet movie depicts Elbe meeting 


The people of Moscow last week were crowding 
the city’s motion picture theaters to see virtue tri- 
umphant and villainy repelled. The vehicle for 
this moral lesson is a movie called Meeting on the 
Elbe. It chronicles the first encounter of Soviet 
and American troops at the Elbe River in 1945 
(above), the flight of the diehard Hitlerites (p. 64) 
and the subsequent fight for democracy waged by 
a clean-cut young Soviet major. 

So far, some two million Muscovites have wit- 
nessed this exposition of the conflict in Germany. 
They have seen virtue, in the person of Major Kuz- 
min, demolishing war plants, opening schools and 
hunting war criminals.

Pancho Gonzales 


Amateur tennis’ No. 1 bad boy is also its No. 1 star

icHarD Alonzo (“Pancho”) Gonzales, an easy- 
joing, 21-year-old Mexican-American from 
s Angeles, enjoys the peculiar distinction 
of having broken more rules and got away with it 
than any other amateur athlete of this decade. Now 
ranked No, 1 among amateur tennis players of the 
U.S., he has been a perennial problem to his family, 
to school authorities and to the U.S. Lawn Tennis 
Association. He got off the Association’s blacklist 
less than four months before he won the national 
singles championship at Forest Hills, N.Y. Only three 
weeks before that tournament Gonzales was advised 
by one of his best friends not to enter it. He had just 
put on an abominable performance in a tune-up meet 
at Newport, R.I. and had been blown off the court by 
a second-rater in an early round. After this ignominy 
Gonzales was confronted by Frank Shields, a former 
U.S. Davis Cup player who Thad Befrjended bim on bis 
first eastern tour a year before. Shields asked why his 
protégé was playing such terrible tennis. 

“Ah,” said Gonzales, stretching, “I been playin’ 
poker too late.” 

“Richard,” said Shields angrily, “the best thing 
for you to do is to go home to California. You're not 
doing amateur tennis any good the way you're play- 
ing, and you're not doing yourself any good.” 

Gonzales straightened and raised his hand like a 
small boy about to take the scout oath, “Mr. Shields,” 
he said seriously, “I give you my word: no more pok- 
er.” Then he went on to win the championship at the 
age of 20—the youngest player to accomplish that 
feat since 19-year-old Ellsworth Vines did it in 1931. 

Gonzales did give up poker, but he continued other 
habits that gave pain to some of the arbiters of tennis 
in the U.S. At the beginning of the national cham- 
pionship tournament he was refused his customary 
afternoon beer at the very correct Forest Hills Inn 
because he came in without a coat and tie. Immedi- 
ately after winning the title, Gonzales re-entered the 
inn, dressed the same way, and had four beers with 
the compliments of the manager. This sudden im- 
provement in his social standing made no great im- 
pression on Gonzales. Eighteen hours later, after a 
sleepless night on an airplane, he was playing an old 
pal in Los Angeles for the price of a hot-dog lunch. 

Gonzales’ most unusual breach of tennis ortho- 
doxy probably occurred two years ago when he in- 
sisted that Perry Jones, tournament manager of the 
Southern California Tennis Association (sometimes 
called “Perry Jones’s tennis factory”), take back $98

PANCHO GONZALES continveo 


If that happens, it will be because of Gonzales’ lifelong hatred of 
discipline. He wouldn’t go to school, he wouldn’t get a job and he 
has never trained; he still wolfs enormous quantities of hot dogs, 
tamales and tortillas and beans at all hours, smokes heavily and 
rarely goes to bed before 1 or 2a.m. In the past few weeks, however, 
Gonzales has betrayed a growing awareness of the pressures that 
envelop a national champion in any sport. On May 15 he took the 
center court of the Los Angeles Tennis Club to play in the finals of 
the Southern California Tennis Championships. His opponent was 
Davis Cup Veteran Ted Schroeder, who did not play at Forest Hills 
last year and who has made no secret of his resentment at being 
ranked behind Gonzales. Before Gonzales had even warmed up the 
battle was over. Schroeder slaugh 1 him in 40 minutes, 6-1, 6-0, 
Gonzales explained it by saying, “He didn’t have anything to 
worry him. That's why he could play good.” 

What worries Gonzales is the All-England C npionships which 
begin at Wimbledon on June 20. A Wimbledon vi carries all 
the prestige of a world championship. It also carri nething far 
more tangible: an almost certain invitation to turn professional, to 
ur the world with big-nam vi 's like Jack Kramer and to make

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brought Gonzales to the attention of Perry Jones, who offered him 
the coaching and tournament facilities that are available to prom- 
ising youngsters in southern California. To play in Jones’s tourna- 
ments, however, a boy had to have a card signed by his high-school 
principal stating that he was scholastically eligible. Gonzales by 
then had formed the habit of going to the tennis courts during the 
noon recess from school and staying there all afternoon. Jones final- 
ly enforced the rule in 1944 and declared Gonzales ineligible for 
all future tournament play unless he stopped playing hooky. The 
severity of the penalty caused some resentment in Los Angeles. It 
was murmured that Jones, a graying gentleman of 57 who runs the 
Southern California Tennis Association as a sort of benevolent des- 
pot, had “thrown the book” at Gonzales partly because he is Mexi- 
can, Gonzales himself felt that he was being discriminated against, 
but Jones denies this indignantly. According to Jones he told Gon- 
zales, “It isn’t fair for you to practice tennis all day while the other 
youngsters are in school. Go back and study and we'll welcome you 
at our tournaments.” 

Gonzales says he tried, but he just didn’t like classrooms and 
books, even though he had never had any trouble making decent 
grades. After intermittent truancy he finally quit school completely. 
when he was in the 10th grade. Tennis continued to be his main oceu- 
pation until 1945, when he entered the Navy, He spent 16 months 
scrubbing decks on transports in the Pacific. He liked that no bet- 
ter than school (“Too much of that discipline stuff”) and spent one 
week in the brig for going AWOL. 

Pancho returned to Los Angeles in January 1947 and immediate- 
ly found himself in trouble. His father laid down an ultimatum: he 
had to go back to school, get a job or leave home. For Pancho there 
could be only one possible choice, so he left home, At night he slept 
on acot in Arzy Kuhn’s Olympic Tennis Shop, where he had always 
done his daytime loafing anyway. A few weeks later his father re- 
lented and he went back home. 

In May 1947 Gonzales sent in an entry for the Southern Cali- 
fornia Championships. That posed a pretty problem of protocol 
for Perry Jones; Gonzales had not been invited to the tournament, 
he had simply borrowed an entry blank from a friend. Jones finally 
accepted it on the theory that Gonzales, having been in uniform, 
deserved to be treated as a grownup. Gonzales won his two quali- 
fying matches, whipped his old rival Herbie Flam again and went 
all the way to the finals. Then, intoxicated by the glamour of the 
center court and egged on by his Olympic Tennis Shop friends who 
packed the cheaper seats, Gonzales managed to take one set from 
Jack Kramer. 

After that Gonzales’ name turned up on Perry Jones's expenses- 

id list for a tour of eastern tournaments. In New York he met 
Frank Shields, who took him in hand and tried to rub some rough 
edges off his personality. His efforts were not always successful. 
Gonzales is supposed to have appeared at the Seabright clubhouse 
one day wearing bright suspenders and the high-waisted pants be- 
loved of zoot-suiters. Shields did not want to hurt the boy’s feelings, 
so he pointed to two attractive girls in the stands and said, “See 
those girls, Pancho?” 

“Yah,” noted Gonzales, “Sure pretty.” 

“T heard them talking and they thought you were handsome, but 
as long as you had on those suspenders they didn’t want to be seen 
talking to you,” said Shields. 

“Oh, well,” yawned Gonzales, completely missing the point, “I 
want to train this week anyway.” 

Gonzales won no important matches on his 1947 tour, but he 
played well everywhere and tournament promoters were eager to 
Haveli: Enjoying his newly acquired respectability, he accepted 
as many tournament invitations as he could and thereby got into 
trouble again. He violated a rule of the U.S. Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion which allows a player to receive expense money for eight invita- 
tional tournaments a year. Gonzales played in 10 such tournaments. 


Mexico makes him an offer 


HIS time Perry Jones went to bat for Gonzales and got him 

off with a nominal penalty—suspension from tournament play 
outside Los Angeles from February until June of 1948. This still 
allowed him to play in that year’s major tournaments. Had the 
suspension been more severe, Gonzales might now be the No. 1 
player of Mexico instead of the U.S. He received an indirect offer 
from the Mexican government of an education at any college in 
the U.S. he might name (no great inducement for Gonzales), plus a 
lifetime job at the Mexican consulate in Los Angeles, with plenty 
of time off to play in tennis tournaments all over the world— if he 
became a Mexican citizen. It was a tempting offer, and Gonzales

took several weeks to think it over. He finally refused because, he 
says today, “I just decided that this country was a pretty good 
place to live in.” 

Whatever friction may have remained between Jones and Gon- 
zales was wiped out by Jones’s intervention on his behalf with the 
Lawn Tennis Association. Jones says, “He’s wonderful. With the 
possible exception of Kramer, nobody has ever represented us at 
tournaments better and with more dignity.” Gonzales, having no 
locker of his own at the Los Angeles Tennis Club, now uses Jones’s 
locker when he is playing there. He is fanatically loyal to friends 
who have done him a good turn—especially Frank Shields, Last 
winter when Perry Jones was asked to send Gonzales to New York 
for the national indoor championships (a chronic financial flbp), 
Gonzales said he was willing to go but insisted on playing doubles 
with Shields simply because Shields was kind to him on his first 
eastern trip. This came as a shock to Shields, who is now 38 and 
who plays in a few tournaments a year just for the exercise, but he 
and Gonzales managed to reach the finals anyway. 

Gonzales now dresses acceptably and refrains from tempera- 
mental tantrums when he gets a bad call from a linesman. His 
marriage has had a marked settling effect on him. In March 1948 
he married a Mexican-American girl named Henrietta Pedrin, who 
is just learning to play tennis. A son, Richard Jr., was born five 
months ago, and Gonzales has accepted his parental ‘responsibilities 
with a mixture of pride and bewilderment. A month ago he backed 
out on a sportswriters’ luncheon at the last minute though he was 
to be a guest of honor because, he told Perry Jones plaintively, 
“T'm helping Henrietta with the wash today.” 

Since tennis is the only physical effort that Gonzales seems to 
consider worth his concentration, he obviously will have to make a 
living at it somehow. One of Gonzales’ friends thinks that if he 
wins at Wimbledon this year he may turn professional immediate- 
ly, without waiting to play in Davis Cup competition or to defend 
his national title next September. 

Ted Schroeder, whom Gonzales properly respects more than 
any other amateur (he has beaten Gonzales three matches out of 
four since Gonzales became national champion) and Frank Parker, 
two times U.S. amateur champion, are no doubt hoping to turn 
professional themselves if they win at Wimbledon. They are under 
pressure too—Parker most of all since he has been looking for the 
professional’s big money longer than anyone else. 

Gonzales knows he must win at Wimbledon, and the knowledge is 
forcing him, somewhat against his will, to grow up. The change in 
Gonzales has already been noticed by his mother. “Something is 
happening to Richard,” she said recently, just before Gonzales 
left for Wimbledon. “When he have his picture taken for the pass- 
port, I ask the photographer to take four extra pictures. In only 
one picture was he smiling. He is not so happy any more playing 
tennis. I do not like that.”

NURSES AND DOCTORS SEE AN OPERATION TELEVISED IN COLOR AT UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA HOSPITAL, WHERE THE EQUIPMENT WAS GIVEN FINAL TESTS 


SURGERY IN COLOR TELEVISION 


New system will give students a doctor’s-eye view of operations 


Next week in Atlantic City’s huge Convention 
Hall 15,000 members of the American Medical As- 
sociation will watch the first large-scale demon- 
stration of television in full color. On 20 specially 
built receivers, 1,000 doctors at a time will see a 
Caesarean, an appendectomy, a bone graft and 
other operations as up to now only the operating 
surgeon and his assistants could see them. In this, 
its first practical application, color television will 
prove itself to be an important aid to the teaching 
of medicine; for it will supplant the student’s-eye 
view of an operation (too often a row of smock- 
clad backs) with a surgeon’s-eye view. Not only 
form but all-important color variations are repro- 
duced, and with considerably greater faithfulness 
than is indicated by the pictures on the opposite 
page, whose clarity suffered as a result of the long 
exposures required. 

Credit for getting color television out of the lab- 
oratory and into practical, if still limited, use goes 
to the Columbia Broadcasting System, which has 
perfected a method of color transmission, and the 
pharmaceutical house of Smith, Kline & French, 
which sponsored and helped develop its medical 


application. This joint effort was aimed primarily 
at producing a new method of visual education for 
the medical profession. But the very existence of 
a practical color television system, even of a re~ 
stricted, closed-circuit type, inevitably raised the 
question of when color television will be available 
to the general public. The answer must come from 
the Federal Communications Commission, which 
has considered this and other color systems but 
so far has licensed none. Two years ago the com- 
mission turned thumbs down on the CBS meth- 
od on the grounds that it had not been sufficient- 
ly developed and tested. At that time CBS color 
television could not be received on standard sets. 
It could not be transmitted over standard chan- 
nels and its quality needed some improvement. 
Since that time CBS has altered its color system so 
that telecasts can be transmitted on any channel 
and (by the use of a rather bulky adapter) be re- 
ceived on existing sets. As for present quality, it 
would seem that any color television good enough 
to give doctors a satisfactory view of the vital or- 
gans ought to be good enough to give the public 
a satisfactory view of Arthur Godfrey’s red hair.

Its grandeur has enthralled 
artist and honeymooner alike 


The first white man ever to see Niagara Falls was a Flemish missionary 
named Father Louis Hennepin. On an expedition in 1678 with the explor- 
er La Salle, he became fascinated by Indian tales of a great cascade near- 

set off through the forest to investigate. He was so moved by the 

prod pectacle he discovered that he unstrapped the portable altar 
from his back and fell to his knees in prayer. Hennepin’s accounts of “this 
most dreadful Gulph,” slowly filtered through the colonies, As early as 
1720 people were beginning to come by horse and stagecoach to see it. A 
hundred years later when the Erie Canal was opened up the Falls had be- 
’s No. 1 tourist attraction, Exploitation was inevitable. 

yndicate staged the Falls’ first publicity stunt. It bought an 
old ship, loaded it with a cargo of animals and sent it drifting down the 
river and over the Falls as thousands of people watched from the shore. 

By 1850 the romantic and majestic quality of Niagara had fully cap- 
tured the American imagination. Writers like Hawthorne and Cooper 
rhapsodized over it. Painters produced a flood of pictures of it, some of 
which are shown on the following four pages. A trip to the Falls had be- 
come fashionable, and tourists, including notables from all over the world, 
went there at a rate of 60,000 a year. The railroads extended their lines 
and in 1855 the Great Western of Canada flung the first bridge across the 
gorge. Thirty years later the Michigan Central Railway, denied the priv- 
ilege of using the bridge, built its own, and stopped all daytime trains 
there for five minutes so that the passengers could enjoy the view. 

Today during the summer some three million honeymooners and other 
tourists visit Niagara. They clamber up and down steep descents, ride 
boats which carry them so near the cataract they get doused with spray. 
They pose for their photographs and come away with thousands of souve- 
nirs such as “Our Honeymoon’? plates, “Key to the City”? thermometers 
and miniature toilets labeled “Seat of the Nation, Niagara Falls, N.Y.”

DEATH IN A BARREL 


Less skilled but even more foolhardy than the tightrope walkers 
were the five people who tried to go over the steep crest of Horseshoe 
Falls in barrels, Strangely enough the first was a schooltea 
Anna Taylor, who made the trip in 1901 and emerged at the bot 
bruised and bleeding (below). She was followed in 1911 by an English- 
man named Bobby Leach, who went over in a steel drum and spent the 
next 23 weeks in a hospital. Then Charles Stephens tried it in 19:

MAYO CLINIC FINDS A TREATMENT 
FOR MAN’S MOST CRIPPLING DISEASE 


A month ago the Mayo Clinic announced a discovery which the medi- 
cal profession believes may be the most important since penicillin: 
the first really pro ing treatment of man’s most crippling disease, 
rheumatoid arthritis, On these pages LIFE presents Alfred Eisen- 
staedt’s photographs of this devastating disease and first published 
pictures of dram: improvements effected by the new treatment. 


Seventeen years ago the gaunt and crippled old woman shown in the touch- 
ing photograph at left came to her doctor complaining of a swollen and aching 
elbow. He told her that she had arthritis. As the months went by other joints 
began to swell and stiffen and she suffered excruciating backaches. Within afew 
years her spine had become as rigid as a poker, leaving her bedridden and help- 
less, incapable either of feeding herself or of caring for her other needs. With 
her world reduced to the small area covered by the sweep of her restless eyes, 
she spends her days hopelessly staring up at the ceiling of her room. 

Of all the diseases which afflict human beings, arthritis is the most crippling, 
both to body and spirit. It is also among the most widespread, affecting more 
people than tuberculosis, polio and cancer combined. In the U.S. alone it afflicts 
between seven and eight million persons, of whom approximately 147,000 each 
year become invalids. One of man’s oldest diseases (arthritic growths have been 
found on the bones of prehistoric men), it is also the most enigmatic. 

Arthritis is only one of a group of painful ailments involving the joints, mus- 
cles and tendons, which are loosely lumped together under the heading of rheu- 
matic diseases—or rheumatism, in layman’s language. Included in this family 
are bursitis, rheumatic fever and fibrositis. Arthritis always involves the joints, 
but it may or may not affect other tissues of the body. There are at least 10 
known forms of the disease which vary in their degree of seriousness, The most 
common, and least serious, is osteoarthritis, which generally affects older per- 
sons and is considered to be a result of wear and tear on the joints. Osteoarthritis 
seldom cripples completely, though it may cause a stiff neck or creaking knees. 

But the most pernicious of all arthritic ailments and the most difficult to 
treat is the type called rheumatoid arthritis. Completely unpredictable, it may 
attack the young as well as the old. It may come on gradually or strike sud- 
denly. It may drag on for years or disappear as mysteriously as it began. If 
rheumatoid arthritis reaches an advanced stage the joints swell up to twice their 
normal size, the cartilage between the bones is destroyed and the joints fuse 
and become rigid (above). The flesh, too, is sometimes affected and the muscles 
of the arms and legs atrophy. As it progresses, the disease moves from limb to 
limb, leaving behind it a wake of twisted fingers, frozen joints and poker-stiff 
spines. These are the terrible symptoms of advanced rheumatoid arthritis, easily 
recognized and all too familiar. But familiar as the symptoms are, their cause 
remains a mystery. Even today no one really knows what the disease is and 
until recently no one had even an inkling of how it might be permanently cured.

word “order” and its opposite “chaos” 

are the keys to understanding what is going 

on in Asia, Not “revolution,” not “prog- 
ress,” not “poverty,” not “freedom.” All of these 
words are important in Asia, but order and chaos 
are the serious words, even though they‘are less 
often used than the others. The Communist vic- 


tory in China can be repeated in all southeast 
Asia, not because Communism is strong but be- 
cause the chances of order (except in India) are 
slim. This danger is the great new fact in world 
politics. It may bring about major changes in the 
strategy and timetable of the cold war. It may 
explain the new “soft” Communist policy in Eu- 
rope. The Kremlin’s eyes are turning East, where 
a tremendous opportunity awaits the Reds in 
Burma. In Burma and Indo-China the process of. 
disintegration has gone a long way; in Indonesia 
the march toward chaos may be halted, but the 
prospect is anything but cheerful.

In Asia a rea- 
sonable man can support a course of action which 
he believes will quite possibly result in chaos;

A serious conversation about social chaos is 
hardly possible in the West. Such a conversation, 
however, is highly relevant in the Indonesian 
city of Makassar, not because chaos is present 
there but because Makassar’s conspicuous order 
is so isolated, superficial and, probably, fleeting. 
Makassar lies on a long tongue of land dropping 
off the far corner of a far island, Celebes—an is- 
land in time as well as space.

“T agree. And there will be more disorder and the task of the In- 
donesian government, which is already very difficult, will become 
insurmountable.

The problem of know-how 


NE of the questions touching the heart of the problem of future 
order in Java is whether the Indonesians can carry on those tech- 
niques of organization and extend them to take care of the still rap- 
idly growing population. A large share of Indonesia’s living comes 
out of export products—rubber, quinine, coffee, oil, tin. Indonesian 
workers produce these, but the Dutch developed them, financed 
them and brought them to uncertain world markets. How far Indo- 
nesia is from a simple subsistence economy can be measured by the 
fact that the Great Depression hit it harder than almost any part 
of the world. Can Indonesians handle that kind of an economy? 
Unlike the Chinese and the Indians (but like the Burmans and 
the Siamese) the Indonesians have an insignificant business class 
and show little sign of developing one. The Chinese in Indonesia do 
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managed to suppress a Communist-led revolt by fierce police action, but this 
old technique of imperial rule no longer seems to afford a permanent solution,

what business the Dutch (and other Westerners) leave over. Noth- 
ing would delight the Chinese more than to replace the Dutch in the 
Indonesian economic picture. The flaw in this is that the Indonesian 
dislike of the Chinese is stronger than their resentment toward the 
Dutch. If the infant had had no New En 
had faced a choice between giving over its business to the British 
‘Tories or to the Iroquois, that would have been a precedent for the 
present Indonesian position. 

Optimistic Indonesians believe that during their period of eco- 
nomic tutelage many Dutch will remain and will work cooperative- 
ly within the framework of Indonesian political control. They also 
believe, perhaps overhopefully, that British and American business 
will come in, partially replacing the Dutch. As for the Americans, 
the Indonesians are somewhat da: y the strong white halo- 
shaped light given off from the vicinity of Matthew Fox, a moving- 
picture person who says he has invested $500,000 in Indonesian in- 
dependence. He has negotiated a remarkable contract in which, as 
an equal partner of the Republican government, he receives a 5% 
commission on all government exports to or imports from the U.S. 
This may prove all that has been said about Indonesian lack of busi- 
ness experience, but it does not indicate that solid American capital 
will move into Indonesia. Contrary to a popular impression abroad, 
American capital (unfortunately) is not experiencing a passionate 
interest in foreign investment; its immunity to wanderlust is espe- 
cially strong in respect to Asia. 

‘Asian peoples generally have little or no experience of statism in 
the modern sense. Their societies were often strong, especially at the 
grass roots of family and village, but their governments were not. 
A similar statement could be made about Europe as it entered the 
modern period of nationalism. Both Europe and Asia had ample ex- 
perience of despotic government, of power exercised arbitrarily and 
violently, but not of sustained governmental effort reaching far into

Dutch over wide areas changed the whole way of life of the people, 
made them dependent upon an export economy and in so doing as- 
sumed an enormous responsibility for “the general welfare.” To de- 
stroy this responsibility would be to destroy all possibility of order 
in Indonesia. The responsibility cannot remain with the Dutch if 
sovereignty is to be transferred to the Indonesians, as the Dutch 
agree it is. Where else can it go but to the Indonesian government? 

The point to remember is that the arguments that point out the 
difficulties facing the Indonesian state are not arguments for the 
continuation of Dutch rule. That clock will not run backward. 
Quite possibly it will not run at nd then there will be, in the 
literal and contemporary As

The bitterer this struggle becomes, the more difficult will be the 
future essential cooperation between Indonesians and, Dutch. The 
Communists understand well that in Asia the drive against foreign 
rule marches faster than the ability of Asians to establish demo- 
cratic modern states of their own. The gap between those two paces 
is the period of chaos. The Communist, who helped create the chaos, 
steps into the gap not as the bearer of revolution but as the bearer 
of order. His discipline, his philosophy, his kind of Western organ- 
ization t over the function formerly performed by the “impe- 
rialist” powers. ’ 

Dutch propagandists often exaggerate the-present strength of 
the Communists in Indonesia. Try as they gay, however, they 
could hardly exaggerate the future menace of Communism. The 
best way to evaluate the present Communist position in Indonesia 
to say that in the total picture their influence is very small—only 
a little greater than it was in China’s total picture in the 1920s. t 
has a good chance of growing as Communist strength in China 
grew, and for the same reasons. 


Consolation for the Dutch 


DONESIA’S sister countries of southeast Asia are all in the 

same danger, although the degree of danger varies widely. Bad 
as things look from Batavia, the Dutch turn their faces north to- 
ward Burma and find at least moral consolation in what has hap- 
pened there since the British precipitately gave the Burmans inde- 
pendence in 1948. 

The Burmans, like the Indonesians, aimed at a very modern 
model of the Western state. Every major Burmese faction (not 
counting the Baptist Karens) calls itself Marxist. They have less 
administrative experience than the Indonesians. There has never 
been a developed Burmese business class. The economy of Burma 
is simpler than that of most Indonesian areas, but it is not simple 
enough to survive Burmese political inadequacy. As four or five 
armed factions (the boys with the Japanese guns again) war with 
each other up and down the land, Burma’s three million tons a year 
prewar rice surplus looks as if it may never come into world markets 
again—or not until order is restored by Burma’s busy Communists.

The French in Indo-China tried a stupider version of the Dutch 
policy in Indonesia—and that has not worked either. The Commu- 
nists there play the game according to pattern—play along with 
the nationalists, goad them on and wait to pick up the pieces. 

In Malaya the British adopted a policy very different from their 
handwashing in Burma. Malaya is committed not to independence 
but to a gradual approach through progressive stages of autonomy. 
The British met Communist-inspired revolt in Malaya with effec- 
tive, if brutal, military and police action. For the moment it works. 
There is order, more or less, in Malaya, but it is that old-fashioned 
imperialist order which seems to waste away as the colonial peoples 
progress. Reasonably aware of this, British socialists do not hope 
to keep the Malayan people indefinitely from progr 

Thailand wears a smile, Production is reaching toward new all- 
time high levels. Foreign capital, attracted by political stabi 
pouring in. The humorous, soft-voiced Siamese must be the politest 
people in the world and they seem to have no worries. But ther 
a crocodile in that lily pond, too. A young Western 
puntry is not reaching down 
little better off and they should be 
ntment against poverty grows more rap- 
idly than actual prosperity. The social fabric weakens before politi- 
cal institutions can be built to replace the damage. Already “order” 
in Thailand is a matter of 18 military roadblocks between the air- 
port and the center of Bangkok. 

The Philippines, which got full independence from the U 
1946, has a chance of making a go of self-rule. Three facts need to 
be noted, however: 1) Filipino politics seems to be corrupt beyond 
what Western nations would consider the toleration point; 2) anti- 
Western sentiment, especially anti-U.S. sentiment, is much sharper 
than it was just after liberation; 3) the Philippine government has 
been unable to restore order in large areas of central Luzon. The 
Filipino boys with the Japanese rifles are called Hukbalahaps and 
they are Communist-led. ‘The assassination last April of Mrs. Que- 
zon, the widow of the Philippines’ first president, may be a portent. 


India is the hope of Asia 


pee is more important than all the other countries of south- 
east Asia together. It is definitely a ray of hope in a gloomy p 
ture. In London they say now that the secret of India’s success is in 
the fact that the imperial power got out at just the right time—not 
too soon as in Burma, or too late as in Indonesia. When Britain 
stepped out in 1947 and independent India came into being, the 
Indians had more administrative training; they had a business 
class which managed its own heavy industry; they had an army 
experienced enough and cohesive enough to put down local disor- 
der. The Indian government was also Sparel the problem of the 
boys with the Japanese guns. India has its Communists, but in the 
absence of general disorder the Indians have been able to contain 
the Reds—mostly in With all these allowances Prime Min 
ter Nehru and his associates still deserve full credit for an achiev 
ment that seems all the more remarkable in the light of what has 
happened elsewhere. If there is a way out for southeast Asia, In 
is showing it—although India has not yet gone far along the way. 

The 548 million people of southeast Asia, India and Pak jan will 
obviously be affected by the impending Communist control of 
China. There is a relationship between what happened in Chi 
and what is happening or may happen in southeast Asia. It is im- 
portant that Americans shun easy and inaccurate explanations of 
the Chinese disaster because these can lead our policy in southeast 
Asia astray. 

The “liberal” explanation of the Chinese Communist victory is 
that the Communists put themselves in front of a popular peasant 
uprising against a reactionary, dictatorial, grafting. terrorist oli- 
garchy, the tool of Western imperialists. This thesis makes lively 
reading but leaves a lot of questions unanswered. For instance: If 
it was an oligarchy, why didn’t it rule? If it was reactionary, why 
didn’t it generate more loyalty in the “landlord” class it ws 
posedly defending? If it was terrorist, why didn’t it terrorize? If it 
was corrupt, why didn’t it show more energy in protecting the boo- 
dle? If it was a dictatorship, why didn’t it dictate? And if it was a 
tool of Western imperialism, why did it kick around Western im- 
perialism’s business representatives and get kicked around by them? 

The words “order” and “chaos” are key words in China, too. A 
Western businessman with a large stake in Shanghai recently said, 
“Every night I get down on my knees and pray to God that the 
Communists will get here soon.”” His prayer was answered last week. 

What he wanted was not Communism but order. He despised the 
Nationalist government not because it was reactionary or corrupt 
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ASIA continue 


but because it had been unable to establish the modern state and 
to make its decisions stick. This failure, general in Asia, is dramati- 
cally clear in China against the background of centuries of relative 
maladie Chinese society. In the distant past, before Westerniza- 
tion, China could afford weak and unstable government because 
the nonpolitical threads of the gociety, were very strong. Progress 
and Westernization tore these faster than it wove the new Western- 
ized fabric. The result was a combination of the weakest elements of 
the old and the new. There is, as the “liberals” aver, a real peasant 
drive toward better living standards than those the peasants ac- 
cepted for centuries. This drive is partly a result of contact with 
Western ideas, and a Westerner must judge it as “good.” Yet the 
drive’s strength rose faster than the ability of Chinese to develop 
the organizational techniques that can give the peasants a better 
living standard. Result: disorder in the countryside, a falling living 
stan and more disorder, 

The role of the airplane in the Chinese civil war is a fascinating 
illustration of how the most advanced Western techniques can be- 
come an element of weakness in the East. When the Reds invested 
Mukden in the far northeast, it became fairly clear that the Nation- 
alists would not soon retake Manchuria, In an earlier day Chiang 
would have had no means of relieving the Mukden garrison, Bi 
means of an airlift, however, he was able to pour millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of supplies into Mukden—to no purpose whatever. The 
same thing happened in the city of Taiyuan, which fell a few weeks 
ago after an eight-month siege. Actually what the Communists 
seemed to have done was to sit outside Taiyuan and let the National- 
ists spend a quarter of the whole national budget on a militarily in- 
sane operation, the airlift to Taiyuan. 

‘The Nationalists have had unchallenged air superiority through- 
out the war, which should have been a very effective asset in the 
later sa of large-scale operations. Western strategists believe 

Pp 


that amphibious attacks are almost bound to fail in the face of over- 
whelming air superiority on the side of the defenders. Yet the Na- 
tionalists, drawn up on the south bank of the Yangtze River, let 
the Communists cross without sending the Chinese air force into 
the battle. Only a tenth of it was anywhere near the Yangtze. The 
rest was being “saved” in Formosa and the South. A Western in- 
yention, aircraft, is not an asset unless it is controlled by minds suf- 
ficiently Westernized to make the decision to expend aircraft at the 
crucial point—and by an administration sufficiently Westernized 
to make that decision stick. 

Nanking, where I happened to be on the day before the Com- 
munists crossed the Yangtze, was a study in administrative impo- 
tence. Premier Ho Ying-chin told me, with sincerity shakin, he 
voice, that the Yangtze would be held “at all costs.” Up and down 
the line the responsible Chinese leaders gave the orders to hold— 
and got ready to flee. This was not cowardice but the bitter knowl- 
edge that the orders would have no effect. The Yangtze was lost 
without a battle. The Nationalist armies just melted away. 

In every field of governmental action—and the Chinese govern- 
ment, being by aspiration a modern Western nation, was in all pos- 
sible fields—the impotence was apparent. It could not tax, it often 
could not pay its troops, it could not open the roads, it could not 
handle the boys ‘with the Japanese rifles. 

The Communists can do these things not because they are better 
men or even because they have a better, more “progressive” social 


program. They can do them because they have somehow managed 
to master and instill a Western type of discipline alien to Asia. The 
miracle of the Communist success is no greater than the miracle of 
imperialist success. What it takes is discipline achieved without 
disruption—and the Communists are the only ones who have been 
able to transmute discipline, even in a corrupted form, to Asian 
peoples, 

If this is a correct analysis of what has happened in Asia, then 

the general situation is worse than Americans generally suppose. 
It is not to be explained by a Dutch blunder and an American blun- 
der and a British blunder. Disorder seems to appear after very dif- 
ferent Western policies have been applied in Asia, indicating that a 
Ceep tide is running. This tide will carry Asia toward chaos, and the 
mmunists, bearing order, will profit from the chaos. 
Recently there have been signs that the Communist world high 
command has realized the depth and strength of the tide in Asia. 
If so, that would fit in with two other changes of the past year to 
form the basis of a new Communist world strategy. 

The otlier developments are: 

1. Tito’s break with the Kremlin, which opened up the possibility 
of similar fractures in the Communist front from Poland to China. 

2. Anti-Communist victory in the political battle for western 
Europe. 

Between V-E Day and last month’s lifting of the Berlin block- 
ade, the Kremlin did its best to exploit the warborn opportunity 
to win westesn Europe. The task was obviously both difficult and 
risky, but the Communists decided to spend energy and to run the 
chance of war with the U.S. on the ground that time in Europe 
would run against them: as Europe recovered the Communist op- 
portunity would diminish. The gamble was justified by the stake: 
western Europe was, after all, the only area of possible Communist 
expansion which would bring about immediately a major shift in 
the preponderance of power from the anti-Communist to the Com- 
munist side. The policy only made sense as long as there was a good 
chance of winning western Europe. When Germany stood firm un- 
der Russian pressures, when the economies of France and Italy be- 
gan to recover, the Kremlin had to face the thought that it was 
dropping the bone in its mouth without much hope of snapping 
up the larger bone in the water. A change of policy was due. 


Russia turns to the East 


HE moment of this realization was probably one of extreme 

danger for world peace. Some time in the past three or four 
months the Kremlin’s temptation to abandon the cold war for a 
hot war must have reached its maximum pulling power. Almost 
certainly Russia could have seized western Europe by force, solved 
the Tito problem by force and relied on force to save them from 
the armed reaction of the U.S. 

It is now plain that Moscow decided against that now-or-never 
course. Perhaps a growing understanding of what had been hap- 
pening on the other side of the world contributed to that decision. 
Throughout the past winter and spring the official Communist 
propaganda line has been markedly cool toward the sensational 
successes of their Communist comrades in China. Western observ 
ers guessed a reason: Moscow was afraid of Titoism in Communist 
China. If the bosses of world Communism had stayed on the fast 
timetable dictated by the drive for western Europe they would 
logically have applied to China the same tough ditch-and-drain 
policies they used in eastern Europe. The Chinese Communist lead- 
ers, facing appalling economic and social problems, might have re- 
sented such a Moscow line in the same way that Tito resented it. 
The day is probably past when Moscow can shift Chinese Commu- 
nist leaders and dictate policies. The Chinese Reds, like Tito, now 
have their own strength. But there remains a broad and fertile 
ground of cooperation between Russian and Chinese Communists, 
provided the Kremlin does not feel bound to sacrifice Chinese Com- 
munist interests to the urgencies of a short-range European policy. 

In southeast Asia the Kremlin ‘has a parallel opportunity to its 
sensational success in China. It must beware of hurrying; if it sim- 
ply rides the tide its position will improve. 

This means a slower Communist timetable. Communist victory 
in all Asia is not the immediate threat that Communist expansion 
into western Europe would have been. But it is not necessarily a 
lesser threat in the long run. The Red imperialism, the introduc- 
tion of the Communist version of Western order, can organize Asia 
as Western imperialism once organized it to enormous strides in 
production and in increasing military potential. 

If the main line of Communist cold war strategy swings East, 
will the West have an answer? So far it has none. In many parts of 
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ASIA. continues 


Asia leaders with democratic sympathies (and many Westerners) 
are talking about a Pacific Pact along the lines of the Atlantic Pact. 
As Secretary of State Acheson said the other day, such talk is pre- 
mature. The Atlantic Pact would have made no sense until the in- 
ternal stability of western European countries reached the point 
where they were, as allies, good military risks. Not even India is as 
good a risk today as France was three years ago. 

In Europe the Marshall Plan came ahead of the Atlantic Pact, 
Would a Marshall Plan for southeast Asia make sense? With dras- 
ic modifications, it might. In Europe we knew that U.S. goods, 
food, capital could work in only one direction—toward greater or- 
der and less Communism. In Asia all Westernization—in material 
aid, or education, or techniques, or even higher standards of diet 
—cuts two ways. The problem there is to build the Asian govern- 
ments up faster than Westernization tears their societies down. 


Point of no return 


Te world knows very little about the results of intimate con- 
tact between two very different cultures. The West has assumed 
that its culture is good for Asia and made no effort to foresee and 
control the effects of Westernization, The Communists, of course, 
very carefully control such Westernizing techniques as they us 
Asia. The occupation of Japan is the first democratic effort at con- 
trolled Westernization. Beginning a century ago, Japan's strides 
toward Westernization were far more rapid than those of any other 
Asian people. There was, however, a deep hidden flaw in Western- 
zed Japan which led the Japanese to Pearl Harbor and from there 
to catastcophiio defeat. Douglas MacArthur believes that the West- 
ern scientific and industrial techniques which the Japanese acquired 
cannot be safely left in the hands of people who have not also ac- 
quired Western ethics, Western peyeucleey, Western political or- 
ganization. This conclusion left MacArthur with a choice of trying 
to destroy the Western techniques or of trying to build up West- 
ern ethics and democracy. Eighty million Japanese could not pos- 
sibly live on those islands without Western techniques. Rather 
than pursue a policy of mass genocide MacArthur has embarked 
on a dramatic experiment in controlled social and political democ- 
ratization. He is sailing uncharted seas, but his experience is of 
immense importance in the future relationship between the West 
and all of Asia. 

The U.S. must begin to think of the defense of southeast Asia in 
terms of how to apply to that area what we are learning in Japan. 

The U. Il not begin, however, until it has the will, based on 
the realization of how dangerous the Communist conquest of all 
Asia might be. Nor will it begin until it gets rid of the notion that 
all that is happening in Asia is a simple fight between the imperial- 
ists and the patriots. 

Unhappily the world cannot get back to Yorktown, Va. It can- 
not even get back to the queen’s garden party at Makassar.
